WASHINGTON Uh—'The wprld’s 1 
biggest insurance system is g e t-! 
ting a new and close inspection, j 
under new management. 
^he system is the government’s 
social security program of retire­ 
ment and death benefits, aimed 
eventually at covering almost all 
American workers. 
The Democrats, who created it, j 
had been pushing it along for 18; 
years. It became bigger and big -1 
ger, picking up more and more 
momentum in the same general 
direction, like an incredibly vast 
snowball rolling downhill. 
Now the Republicans have taken 
over the administration and Con­ 
gress. Secretary of Welfare Hobby 
has called in 12 consultants to take I 
a new look. 
And on Capitol Hill, Rep. Carl 
Curtis (R-Neb) who has been open­ 
ly dubious about the program for 
years, is heading a broad study 
by 
a 
.special 
House 
w ays 
and 
means subcommittee. 
Few government programs mean 
so much to so many. More than 
65 million workers already are in 
^ the program. They expect retire- 
* ment benefits when they reach 65, 
or payments to their families if 
they die before 65. 
Eventually, in the year 2050, es­ 
tim ates 
are 
that 
the 
program 
would cover a minimum of 113 
million persons or a maximum of 
162 millions. 
By that lime, benefit payments 
are estimated to run at 13 to 22 
billion dollars l year.

The new' inspection is designed 
to show' whether the present pro­ 
gram is sound, or whether that 
snowball is likely 
to smash 
up 
somewhere on the way down the 
hill. 
The inspectors want to know if 
they should dismantle the present 
program and start off again on a 
new' one. 
They want to know whether they 
should push that snowball 
even 
% faster in the same direction, or 
nudge it over a bit in this direc­ 
tion or that. 
Both Curtis and Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration spokesmen say they 
resent any intimation that they are 
out to wreck or destroy social se­ 
curity. They say they just want 
to make sure, if they can, that 
the system for protecting the aged 
is sound, adequate, and fair. 
Thus these basic principles be­ 
h i n d the present system are up 
for study: 
It is called contributory. That 
is, only persons who have paid 
into the system are eligible for 
benefits. Generally, the more you 
pay in, the more you receive. But 
there are some important excep­ 
tions. 
It is self-supporting. All the bene­ 
fits are to be paid from special, 
earm arked taxes levied for that 
^'single purpose and kept in a sep­ 
arate fund. It is not even included 
in the regular federal budget. 
It is based on a level premium. 
The tax steps up at five-year in­ 
tervals, from the present 3 per 
cent of payrolls up to $3,600, to 
6W per cent in 1970. But then it 
is 
due to remain 
constant, 
al­ 
though Congress has the right to 
change it any time. 
It is based on a trust fund. The 
4jevel premium is expected to pro­ 
duce far more income than actu­ 
ally needed for many years, build­ 
ing up a big surplus or trust fund. 
Interest from this fund then is ex­ 
pected to bridge the gap 
when 
payments climb above tax income. 
(For contrast, under pay as-you 
go system, taxes would be fixed 
each year, to pay for that p ar­ 
ticular year’s benefits.)

Sheriff To Halt 


Group Offering 
Magazine Deal 


Pickaway County Sheriff Charles 
H. Radcliff said he is taking steps 
to halt local operations of a maga- 
zine-solicitor group reportedly di­ 
rected by “ somebody in a swank 
hotel in Columbus.’’ 
The .Sheriff said he has receiv­ 
ed many complaints from county 
residents against methods used 
by the organization. Identity of 
the group was not made specific, 
and it was not known 
whether 
other magazine solicitors are also 
working in the county at this 
time. 
Radcliff said a crackdown 
will 
be aimed at one particular organ­ 
izations which has been represented 
in this locality during recent weeks 
by crippled solicitors. He claimed 
those in charge of the group make 
it a policy to use only crippled so­ 
licitors in order to “ cash in” on the 
sympathy of prospective customers 
In one of the most recently re­ 
ported cases, he said, a farm er was 
forced to “ listen to a lot of back 
talk’ when he declined to buy a 
magazine subscription. Other solic­ 
itors, according to the Sheriff, have 
shown a similar attitude. 


“ SOMEBODY IN a swank hotel 
in Columbus drives those crippled 
solicitors down here and d r o p s 
them off around the district with 
instructions to sell all the 
m aga­ 
zines they can until they’re picked 
up and hatred back again,” Rad­ 
cliff said. “ It’s a flagrant move to 
cash in on the feelings people have, 
because they know we all like to 
help out crippled solicitors when­ 
ever possible.” 
The Sheriff emphasized his w arn­ 
ing should not be construed as ap­ 
plying to all 
magazine 
solicitors 


I who may be working in this section 
of the state. A group working in 
the manner described, 
however, 
was known to have representatives 
in Circleville recently. 
In one such solicitation, a crip­ 
pled youth explained he was “ work­ 
ing out of Columbus” and that he 
“ had to close the deal” that partic­ 
ular day under his group s instruc- 


i tions. He displayed what he said 
were “ credentials” and offered ap­ 
parently legitimate subscriptions to 
well known magazines. He pointed 
out certain magazines, in a com­ 
bined “ offer,” could be obtained for 
amounts ranging up to $10.
